Slander In Investigations 
Chairman King of the House subcommittee inves­ 
tigating the Internal Revenue Bureau notes that no 
testimony to date has shown that high government 
officials “in any way’* participated in the attempted 
$500,000 shakedown alleged by Abraham Teitelbaum, 
Chicago attorney. “Lacking such testimony, we as­ 
sume they did not.” 
General Services Administrator Larson, one of 
the government officials named, took the stand to 
deny any part in the affair and to warn that “hear­ 
say testimony, if permitted to run wild, has every op­ 
portunity to ruin the character and reputation of 
every public official and every public employe in this 
tow n” 
Charles Oliphant, also named in the testimony, 
said In resigning as chief counsel of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue: 
“The newspapers today carry headlines linking 
my name with that of other present and former 
federal officials in an alleged plot to extort fantastic 
sums through charges of tax irregularities. . . with­ 
out inquiry of me, without a shred of credence to link 
my name to the alleged plot, the forum of a respon­ 
sible congressional committee was made available for 
hurtling the sensational and irresponsible charges 
throughout the country.” 
Witnesses 
at. congressional 
investigations 
are 
sworn, and hence the remedy of prosecution for per­ 
jury is available against the irresponsible. And rules 
of procedure of the King subcommittee adopted Au­ 
gust 17 provide that persons named by witnesses shall 
have the right to cross-examine to a limited extent 
“by submitting questions in writing to the chairman.” 
Also, persons who believe themselves to be injured 
by testimony may testify in rebuttal “with the consent 
of a majority of the subcommittee,” or may submit for 
the record a sworn statement in rebuttal. 
A concurrent resolution offered in the Senate last 
August by Senator Kefauver and 15 other senators 
would set up new rules of procedure for investigating 
committees of both houses. It provides that a person 
whose action#are under scrutiny shall: I) be notified 
of the nature of charges against him and the material 
to be presented; 2) be given an opportunity to present 
evidence in his own behalf: 3) be allowed counsel who 
would have the right to question him within appro­ 
priate limits; 4) be permitted to file a limited number 
of questions to be answered by witnesses who have 
testified against him; 5) be permitted to file a rebuttal 
statement. 
Bills similar to the Kefauver resolution were in­ 
troduced in the 80th Congress by Representative 
Douglas (D., Calif.) and Holifleld (D«, Calif.) who 
had severely criticized procedure of the Un-Americen 
Activities Committee. These measures carried addi­ 
tional provisions that editors, publishers, and reporters 
should not be called before anv committee of Congress 
“unless it is deemed essential by a fulltime commit­ 
tee.” and that no such person should “be questioned 
concerning any publication bv him, unless upon vote 
of a majority of the committee or subcommittee. 
Dean Griswold of Harvard Law School has sug­ 
gested that any person required to testify be given 
at least five minutes to deny Imputations or charges 
which may have developed In connection with his 
testimony. And Federal Judge Wyzanskl of Boston has 
said that “persons adversely criticized by a witness 
should have the right to file with the committee a 
limited number of written questions that, unless the 
committee directs otherwise by a majority vote, shall 
be answered in writing by the hostile witness.” 


Defense Allotments 
It is apparent that in clearing the way for all-out 
defense production, government experts underestimat­ 
ed the nation’s capacity to produce. The result has 
been to place a greater check on the flow of basic 
materials to civilian uses than was necessary, stirring, 
wide protest. The experts offer the excuse that it is 
better to have erred in that direction than to have 
risked vital shortages in defense needs. But the error 
did feed the flames of inflation. 
The Defense Production Administration now at­ 
tempts to placate concern about the situation by con­ 
ceding miscalculations and making some revisions. 
Promised are increased steel allotments for school and 
hospital construction, announced by Administrator 
Fleischmann to a joint congressional committee func­ 
tioning as a production “watchdog.” More steel for 
highway work Is also in prospect, it has been hinted. 
According to Mr. Fleischmann. supplemental steel 
grants will permit authorizations for 500 new schools 
as well as continuing 1,400 school projects under way, 
and will provide for all the hospitals in course of 
building and for 50 additional structures. 
Mr. Fleischmann may not have succeeded in 
quieting criticism and charges of discrimination by 
state and local officials clamoring for steel and other 
materials. His testimony revealed confusion in the 
allotment setup, but It also showed that the controllers 
can be forced to change their directives when there is 
sufficient public clamor. 


Lee At West Point 
It was not until President Truman’s administra­ 
tion that the United States returned to the separate 
Southern states the captured battle standards of the 
Confederate armies. It was not until then that the 
project was effected of restoring General Robert E. 
Lee’s mansion at Arlington. 
The process of sentimental reconciliation between 
North and South was one of gradual growth. Now it 
Is announced a portrait of General Lee in his Confed­ 
erate uniform will be hung at West Point. 
General Lee was the eighth superintendent of 
West Point. That was in 1852. The new portrait will 
be unveiled on January 19. the 100th anniversary of 
his appointment as superintendent and the 145th 
anniversary of his birth. 
There are two other portraits of Lee at West 
Point, neither in the Confederate uniform. The new 
portrait will hang in the main rotunda of the library, 
on the opposite side of a large window from a por­ 
trait of General Grant, general in chief of the Union 
forces.

As the gallant leader of a lost cause, Lees life 
during and after the Civil War was filled with brood­ 
ing sorrow, not because of his defeat but because it is 
certain that he mourned the fate that had torn his 
beloved land in half.

Headache Pointers 


When headache develops most of 
us are more interested in finding 
relief than the cause. 
This is 
reasonable and it hardly seems 
necessary to recommend an aspirin 
or two for this purpose. 
It is a 
matter of record that the reputation 
of this remedy and its close rela­ 
tives has been built on its ability 
along this line. 
This is ample advice for the 
person with an occasional headache 
but when the condition recurs regu­ 
larly or tends to persist, the cause 
rather than the treatment becomes 
the important consideration. Most 
individuals think of the eves, the 
sinuses, or constipation as the most 
likely culprits but statistics place 
these factors low on the list of 
offenders. 
Migraine and tension 
headaches are more common, at 
least among those who seek aid 
from the medical profession. Dis­ 
tress from head injury is the third 
most frequent origin, followed by 
that from tumors, high blood pres­ 
sure, and sinusitis. 


This variety of sources will ex­ 
plain why the physician does not 
order immediately a batch of labo­ 
ratory 
tests 
and 
recommend 
a 
battery of consultants when the 
word headache is mentioned in his 
office. 
He wants to hear more 
about the complaint and encourages 
the patient to describe his difficulty 
in more detail. When does head­ 
ache occur? Where? How often? 
What brings relief? 
In addition, he determines under 
what circumstances headaches de­ 
veloped originally. Did they arise 
subsequent to injurv or infection or 
prior to a nervous breakdown? Are 
they cyclic and. if so, does headache 
come on in periods of emotional 
stress 
and 
strain, 
overwork, 
or 
fatigue? 
This is a good pointer 
because the migraine and tension 
types often 
follow’ 
this pattern. 
Learning the time of day in which 
distress appears also is helpful. If 
eye trouble or anxiety is responsible, 
pain appears during the day as a 
rule. 
Headaches brought on by high 
blood pressure, histamine, and sinus 
involvement are present on awaken­ 
ing. The site of discomfort offers 
many valuable clew’s. There is an 
old rule of thumb saving that when 
pain is most noticeable in the front 
part of the head the fault lies in the 
nose, throat, sinuses, eyes, or brain. 
When it is located over the back of 
the head 
or in 
the 
neck, 
the 
physician 
investigates 
emotional 
tension, muscular spasm, rheumatic 
conditions of the upper spine, or 
lesions at the base of the brain. 
Migraine 
generally is one - sided 
whereas when the forehead throbs 
or is tender the frontal sinuses may 
be at fault. 


The 
physician 
rarely 
obtains 
much help from a description of the 
character and severity of the epi­ 
sode; some individuals feel pain 
more intensely than others. Fur­ 
thermore, headache lends itself to 
lavish superlatives and exaggera­ 
tions. “The throbbing is terrible,” 
open any moment,” “Unless you 
experience these bouts yourself you 
do not know’ how terrible they are,” 
and “When my headaches come on 
I can’t think, eat. sleep, or do 
anything 
until 
they 
pass” 
are 
typical statements by sufferers. 
This kind of history taking is 
followed by examination and what­ 
ever laboratory studies are needed 
to reach a conclusion. A personality 
study is valuable because in the 
majority, headache is on a nervous 
basis. 
Many victims do not as­ 
sociate head pain with the tension 
under which they live but a large 
percentage are relieved when they 
reorganize their lives into a normal 
pattern.

Canada Withholds Aluminum From U. S.; Penny Postcard Bows Out On January 


I; Two Young Men Solve Copper Shortage 


WASHINGTON—It’s a poor ex­ 
ample of the good-neighbor policy, 
but Canada is deliberately with­ 
holding precious aluminum from 
the United States. This has already 
pinched the aluminum supply for 
home construction and other civil­ 
ian uses. But far more serious the 
Air Force is not getting all the 
aluminum it needs to build jet 
fighters 
Furthermore, part of the aluminum 
Canada is withholding from us was 
financed by American RFC loans 
during World War II. 
What Canada has done is divert 
aluminum from the American to 
the British market. 
It won t be 
admitted, but the real reason for 
this diversion is to force this coun­ 
try to swap steel for aluminum, 
shipments to the United States. 
For example, Canadian aluminum 
shipments to the United 
States 
dropped from 34,800,000 pounds per 
month last March and April to a 
meager 5,300,000 pounds per month 
today — a decrease of 85 per cent. 
In the same period, Canadian ship­ 
ments to Britain have shot up from 
21,100,000 
pounds 
to 
39,700,000 
pounds per month—an increase of 
88 per cent. 
As proof that this is a cold­ 
blooded squeeze-play, Canada has 
doubled its aluminum shipments to 


Australia, Brazil, Uruguay and even 
Argentina at the same time it 
strangled the aluminum flow to this 
country. In fact, the United States 
is the only major market that re­ 
ceived less Canadian metal this year 
than last. As result, the United 
States is the only North Atlantic 
pact country that has been forced to 
clamp civilian controls on alumi 
num. 


Canada Wins 
Meanwhile, the Canadian squeeze 
has accomplished its purpose 
and 
forced 
the 
United 
States 
to 
swap American steel for British 
aluminum. Hard up for steel but 
overflowing with aluminum, Britain 
has 
agreed 
to 
divert 
22,000,000 
pounds of aluminum to American 
purchasers during the next five 
months. In return, Britain will be 
allocated 25,000 tons of fabricated 
American steel, 45,000 tons of steel 
ingots and another 28,500 tons of 
iron and steel scrap from the Am­ 
erican zone of Germany. The joker 
in this deal is that the United 
States must return the aluminum 
after its own plants are expanded to 
make up the shortage, though Brit­ 
ain is allowed to keep the steel with 
no strings attached.

Pension Systems 


By ROGER W. BABSON 


BABSON PARK, Mass., Dec. 9— 
A new and very important develop­ 
ment is taking place in the invest­ 
ment and labor world in connection 
with employes’ pension systems. It 
is of utmost importance to every 
employer and every reader of this 
column. Pension systems may great­ 
ly improve labor relations, or can 
result in colossal trouble. At the 
present time they are not controlled 
by legislation and usually unsuper­ 
vised by the corporations and wage­ 
workers enjoying them. 


What Is A Pension Plan? 


There 
are 
various 
forms 
of 
pension plans and all should be 
“custom made” for each different 
corporation. 
Usually they provide 
for compulsory retirement at €5 
years of age and optional retirement 
after 30 years of employment. Each 
wageworker receives a pension based 
upon his salary and number of years 
of service, less his Social Security 
pension. 
A full pension usually 
averages about $150 a month for 
wageworkers, and up to $600 a 
month for executives. 
For a new corporation without 
any back obligations, this is a very 
simple matter. Even for old cor­ 
porations it is simple to care for 
new employes and to make current 
appropriations 
for old 
employes. 
But, when it comes to providing the 
money to take care of the back 
years of old employes, this requires 
heavy appropriations. To encourage 
corporations to adopt these pension 
systems, the government allows (ii 
definite 
rules are followed) 
the 
corporation to charge all such ap­ 
propriations to expense. This means 
that Uncle Sam will pay about 
one-half of the bill. The corporation 
also can have the trustee purchase 
some of its own stocks, which may 
be very advantageous to all con­ 
cerned. 


Method Of Operation 


The usual method of operation is 
to have a committee appointed—one 
member representing the stockhold­ 
ers. one member representing the 
wageworkers, and one member rep­ 
resenting the executives. This com­ 
mittee selects a lawyer to draw up 
the 
proposed 
pension 
plan, 
an 
actuary to determine the annual 
payments 
(unless 
an 
insurance 


company is usedU and a bank to 
receive the funds for investment. 
If the committee is wise, before any 
plan is adopted, it will first employ 
some impartial statistical organiza­ 
tion to give mdependent advice in 
the interest of all parties. 
Some pension plans are “con­ 
tributory,” in which case the wage­ 
workers make a contribution, but 
in most cases the entire burden is 
carried by the corporation. After 
the above steps have been con­ 
summated, the work consists of an 
actuarial study each year to deter­ 
mine how much should be paid to 
the bank and how the bank invests 
the money. The payments ’to re­ 
tiring employes are made by the 
bank. 


Where Is The Dynamite? 


The work of the trust depart­ 
ments of banks has heretofore been 
limited largely to handling family 
trust funds, serving as executors of 
wills, and operating agency 
ac­ 
counts, In these cases only a few 
beneficiaries are involved. If the 
bank then makes a mistake, only 
two or three children may be af­ 
fected. When, however, a bank is 
investing this money for 1,000 wage­ 
workers, whose families are depend­ 
ing almost solely thereon in their 
old age, the situation is very dif­ 
ferent. 
All parties involved are 
sitting on a keg of dynamite! Hence, 
the greatest care should be taken. 
Some banks want to invest all the 
money in government bonds, for­ 
getting this policy was followed by 
the big banks of Germany where 
these pension plans started. As a 
result, the money was entirely wiped 
out with a total loss to everybody 
Other banks want to buy stocks now 
selling st an average of $270, for­ 
getting that these stocks sold at 
only $42 in 1932 and may again. 
Other banks want to buy only cor­ 
poration bonds, ignoring the con­ 
tinual decline in the value of the 
dollar, as do the life insurance 
companies. Finally, there are banks 
which follow all three policies under 
the “shotgun” theory. The correct 
procedure is for the committee 
after employing outside independent 
advice, to consult with the bank 
about the policy, and inform the 
wageworkers quarterly thereon. This 
cannot be done by using an in­ 
surance company.

Jones also extended another $34,- 
240,000 at three per cent interest, 
gave the Canadian plant an order 
for all its aluminum, and provided 
th at if the order was cancelled be­ 
fore 1945, it would not be necessary 
for Canada to pay back the $68,- 
500.000. 
Harold Ickes, then secretary of 
the Interior, vigorously protested. 
He argued th at the U S A. could not 
control Canadian aluminum, and 
th at equipping a Canadian power 
project — Shasta Dam, Colorado- 
Big 
Thompson, 
parts 
of 
Grand 
Coulee, and others. 
However, Jesse Jones had his way. 
Now Canada, withholding alumi­ 
num from us, is fulfilling Ickes’ pre­ 
diction. 


End of Penny Postcard 


There 
will 
be 
some 
nostalgic 
sighs at the Post Office Depart­ 
m ent when the latest casualty of 
inflation, the pennypost card, bows 
out on January I. 
For about 80 years, during which 
heliocopters have replaced horses 
and which have seen a 500-fold in­ 
crease in the cost of government, 
Uncle Sam has been toting the 
popular, green-stamped postcards to 
all parts of the country-even to our 
troops overseas—for one penny. 
Government subsidies helped, o'? 
course, but it is still a tribute to 
American rugged individualism that 
the penny postcard could survive so 
long. The postal was first issued in 
1872 during the administration of 
President U. S. Grant. 
Later, rn 
1898, the same one-cent postage was 
authorized, the more elaborate pic­ 
ture card on which you place your 
own stamp. 
One reason Congress boosted the 
postcard to two cents after January 
I was because big business has been 
exploiting the penny postal for ad­ 
vertising 
purposes. 
Actually only 
about IO per cent of the 4,000,000,000 
cards sold yearly in post offices are 
now used for personal correspond­ 
ence. 
To foil the advertisers Congress 
further provided a IO per cent sur­ 
charge for postcards purchased in 
bulk lots of over 49. 
But the Post Office Department 
doesn’t think the new price will 
seriously affect sales. Even for two 
cents, the government postcard is 
still far and away the best mail bar­ 
gain anywhere in the world.

As the Pre­ 
sident weakens, the orthodox Re­ 
publicans are correspondingly em­ 
boldened to ignore the strong hints, 
in the polls and elsewhere, that 
Senator Taft is not their party’s 
most popular candidate. They look 
at the rather special result of the 
Ohio election last year. They listen 
to the oft-repeated story that Pres­ 
ident Truman only won in 1948 be­ 
cause 
of 
Governor 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey’s “me-too” campaign. And 
they drift happily toward the Taft 
camp. 
This reporter has wholly retired 
from the business of predicting elec­ 
tions; 
and 
no 
one 
in his 
senses, at this early date, would 
even try to guess at the outcome of 
a Taft-Trum an or a Taft-Vinson 
race. 
It is worth pointing out, 
however, that the famous “m e-too’ 
theory is just about as phony as any 
political theory can be. And the ac­ 
tual results in 1848 tell the story 
as clearly as any political story can 
be told. 
W hat really happened in 1948 can 
be simply summarized. In most key 
states President Truman ran pretty 
far behind, and Governor Dewey 
ran rather far ahead, of their res­ 
pective tickets. 
The spread was 
unusually wide in states whe: e the 
local Republicans had waged cam­ 
paigns of the orthodox. 
Chicago 
Tribune"-tested sort. And the only 
Republican of any significance who 
ran well ahead of Dewey was far 
more of a me-too Republican than 
Dewey himself. 


Still Worth Noting 


In Illinois, for example, President 
Truman squeaked through by a 
majority of only 33.000. 
But Gov­ 
ernor Adlai Stevenson beat Col. 
Robert R. McCormick’s guberna­ 
torial candidate, Dwight Green, by 
a gigantic majority of nearly 575,- 
000, while Senator Paul Douglas 
trounced 
Curly Brooks by nearly 
500.000 votes. 
Both 
Governor 
Stevenson 
and 
Senator Douglas were to the left of 
President Truman if anything. No 
one, by the wildest stretch of the 
imagination, could say th at Gref n 
and 
Douglas were even 
slightly 
stained with me-too tendencies. In 
Illinois, in fact, you could say th at 
extreme weakness of a violently 
anti-me-too local ticket, which p o l- 
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ed around half a million votes less 
than Dewey did. 
In Ohio, again, President Truman 
squeaked through by the tiny m a­ 
jority of 17.000. while a Republican 
gubernatorial candidate of the T.i.u 
stripe was beaten by Frank Lausi he 
by more than 320,000. There is no 
need 
to 
multiply 
these 
figures, 
which are broadly representative of 
the general tendency throughout 
the country in 1948. But tire excep­ 
tion is still worth noting. 
In Ken­ 
tucky. Truman beat Dewey by 125.- 
000, but the extreme me-too Repub­ 
lican. Sherman Cooper, came with­ 
in only 25.000 votft of snatching 
the senatorship from Virgil Chap- 
man. 
In plain language, the hard fac.s 
bely 
the 
whole 
me-too 
theory. 
There are some other hard facts 
that Republicans will also do well to 
bear in mind. In New York in 1943, 
for example. Dewey beat Truman bs 
only 161.000 votes, while Henry A. 
Wallace polled well over 500.0.10, 
most of which would have gone to 
Truman with no Progressive candi­ 
date in the race. And in Pennsyl­ 
vania, Dewey carried the state bv 
only 250.000. with 55.000 going to tire 
Progressives. 


States Still Doubtful 


This secondary group of fac’s 
suggests a further conclusion. The 
Republicans in 1948 not only lost a 
number of big, crucial states where 
they had strongly anti-me-too local 
candidates. They also came peril­ 
ously close to losing other large and 
important states, even though the.r 
local 
tickets 
were 
com parate ely 
strong. 
And precisely these states 
are still doubtful. 
If Senator Taft 
is nominated, his situation is sure 
to be far from easy in New York, 
where Governor Dewey's organiza­ 
tion will hardly put forth a great 
effort for him. In Pennsylvania, 
meanwhile, the increasing decay of 
the Republican organization 
has 
just been dramatically disclosed by 
their loss of the ancient stronghold 
of Philadelphia. 
Finaly, there is a probem of the 
South. Southern leaders like Gov­ 
ernor James F. Byrnes and Senator 
Harry F. Byrd are widely quoted to 
the effect that General Eisenhower 
would carry four or five Southern 
stat es; but they rather regretfully 
predict th at their people will never 
vote for Senator Taft. For the tra ­ 
ditionally Democratic South, they 
say, “Mr. Republican” would be 
rather too much of a good thing. 
These 
facts 
and 
figures 
may 
mean a lot or very little. If there ale 
a few more tax scandals, Harry S. 
Truman could make as poor a show­ 
ing 
against 
Senator 
Taft 
as 
“Jumping Joe” Ferguson made in 
Ohio last year. In short, the pur­ 
pose of printing the facts and fig 
ures is only to set a much-misrepre­ 
sented record relatively straight.

When the nations met at San 
Francisco 
to sign 
the 
Japanese 
peace treaty, most Americans were 
shocked that China was not rep­ 
resented. 
Nationalist China had been at 
war with Japan since September 18, 
1931. From that day until Decem­ 
ber 7, 1941, China fought this bat­ 
tle unaided by anyone, occupying 
Japanese troops and Japan’s ener­ 
gies. In World 
War 
II, 
China 
fought alongside 
of 
the 
United 
States up to V-J Day. Russia came 
into that war about one week be­ 
fore it w'as over and after it had 
been won. For China’s heroic ef­ 
forts, it was arranged at Yalta that 
Soviet Russia would get all the 
benefits; for Russia’s lack of effort, 
it was arranged th at the United 
States would force China to Stalin’s 
will. 
China was not represented at the 
San 
Francisco 
Conference 
and 
Soviet Russia was. That was done 
by an astonishing agreement to 
keep 
out 
Nationalist China, our 
ally, and Communist China, whicn 
was then at war with us. The two 
were put on a basis of equality. 


The story, as I get it from the 
Far East, is that the Japanese 
cooked up a proposition that it 
would be troublesome if China 
were represented either by the 
Nationalists or the Communists, 
as that would raise questions 
extraneous to the peace treaty. 
Therefore, 
China 
should 
be 
omitted from San Francisco, but 
shortly after that treaty was 
signed with Japan, the Japanese 
were 
to enter into separate 
negotiations 
with 
Nationalist 
China and would negotiate a 
bilateral agreement with them. 


This, 
Prime 
Minister 
Yoshida 
proposed to the British, who ac­ 
cepted it with alacrity. The British 
sold the proposal to the State De­ 
ar: ment, even John Foster Dulles 
accepting the formula, although it 
is impossible to believe that he 
could have thought it right or just. 
In fact, it is being stated in For­ 
mosa and Hongkong that Dulles 
had indicated th at there was such 
a formula and th at it would be 
carried through. 
It has not been carried out in 
any manner. The Japanese have 
made no approaches to Formosa.

As most of China is occupied bv 
the 
Communists, 
the 
Japanese 
would prefer to deal with them, if 
they can regain th at market. On 
the other hand, such dealings will 
strengthen America’s enemy at a 
time when we are actually at w’ar 
The peril is th at American aid 
will be used against the United 
States. 
It would seem from the record 
that the entire business represents 
a first-class double-cross. W hether 
the 
twist 
was 
manufactured In 
Japan or in our own State De­ 
partment, I do not know, but this 
is clear: Japan is showing no in­ 
clination to carry out her part of 
such a bargain as I described, and 
which many were given to believe 
was entered into. 


The question is: Did Japan 
make a bargain with the State 
Department; did Yoshida make 
a bargain 
with 
John 
Foster 
Dulles or was this only loose 
talk? If no bargain was made, 
why did 
the 
United 
State* 
agree that China should, in no 
manner, be represented at the 
San Francisco Conference? Was 
it to our advantage further to 
hum iliate 
a 
great 
country? 
Who fooled whom and how wa* 
It arranged? 


The smart way to discover this 
is to block senatorial ratification 
of the San F*rancisco treaty until 
the Japanese 
make 
a 
bilateral 
treaty with Formosa and until we 
have absolute assurances that Jap­ 
an will not supply our enemies. 
Certainly the entire matter should 
be aired before Senator Tom Con- 
nally’s committee, in public hear­ 
ings, before ratification is recom­ 
mended to the entire Senate. A 
fight in the Senate over this issue 
might embarrass both Japan and 
the State Department, but it would 
produce the facts of an intrigue 
against our country.

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Slander In Investigations 
Chairman King of the House subcommittee Inves­ 
tigating the Internal Revenue Bureau notes that no 
testimony to date has shown that high government 
officials “in any way” participated in the attempted 
$500,000 shakedown alleged by Abraham Teitelbaum, 
Chicago attorney. “Lacking such testimony, we as­ 
sume they did not." 
General Services Administrator Larson, one of 
the government officials named, took the stand to 
deny any part in the affair and to warn that “hear­ 
say testimony, lf permitted to run wild, has every op­ 
portunity to ruin the character and reputation of 
©very public official and every public employe in this 
town." 
Charles Oliphant, also named in the testimony, 
said in resigning as chief counsel of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue: 
“The newspapers today carry headlines linking 
my name with that of other present and former 
federal officials in an alleged plot to extort fantastic 
sums through charges of tax irregularities. . . with­ 
out inquiry of me, without a shred of credence to link 
my name to the alleged plot, the forum of a respon­ 
sible congressional committee was made available for 
hurtling the sensational and irresponsible charges 
throughout the country.” 
Witnesses at congressional investigations are 
sworn, and hence the remedy of prosecution for per­ 
jury is available against the irresponsible. And Hiles 
of procedure of the King subcommittee adopted Au­ 
gust 17 provide that persons named by witnesses shall 
have the right to cross-examine to a limited extent 
“by submitting questions in writing to the chairman ” 
ALso, persons who believe themselves to be injured 
by testimony may testify In rebuttal “with the consent 
of a majority of the subcommittee,” or may submit for 
the record a sworn statement in rebuttal. 
A concurrent resolution offered in the Senate last 
August by Senator Kefauver and 15 other senators 
would set up new rules of procedure for investigating 
committees of both houses. It provides that a person 
whose action#are under scrutiny shall: I) be notified 
of the nature of charges against him and the material 
to be presented: 2) be given an opportunity to present 
evidence In his own behalf; 3) be allowed counsel who 
would have the right to question him within appro­ 
priate limits; 4) be permitted to file a limited number 
of questions to be answered by witnesses who have 
testified against him; 5) be permitted to file a rebuttal 
ftatement. 
Bills similar to the Kefauver resolution were In­ 
troduced In the 80th Congress by Representative 
Douglas (D., Calif ! and Holifleld (D* Calif.) who 
had severely criticized procedure of the Un-American 
Activities Committee. These measures carried addi­ 
tional provisions that editors, publishers, and reporters 
should not be called before anv committee of Congress 
“unless It Is deemed essential bv a fulltime commit­ 
tee,” and that no such person should “be questioned 
concerning any publication bv him, unless upon vote 
of a majority of the committee or subcommittee.” 
Dean Griswold of Harvard Law School has sug­ 
gested that any person required to testify be given 
at least five minutes to deny imputations or charges 
which may have developed In connection with his 
testimony. And Federal Judge Wvzanski of Boston has 
said that “persons adversely criticized by a witness 
should have the right to file with the committee a 
limited number of written questions that, unless the 
committee directs otherwise by a majority vote, shall 
be answered in writing by the hostile witness.” 


Defense Allotments 
It Is apparent that in clearing the way for all-out 
defense production, government experts underestimat­ 
ed the nation’s capacity to produce. The result has 
been to place a greater check on the flow of basic 
materials to civilian uses than was necessary, stirring 
wide protest. The experts offer the excuse that it Is 
better to have erred in that direction than to have 
risked vital shortages in defense needs. But the error 
did feed the flames of inflation. 
The Defense Production Administration now at­ 
tempts to placate concern about the situation by con­ 
ceding miscalculations and making some revisions. 
Promised are increased steel allotments for school and 
hospital construction, announced by Administrator 
Fleischmann to a joint congressional committee func­ 
tioning as a production “watchdog.” More steel for 
highway work is also in prospect, it has been hinted. 
According to Mr. FleLschmann. supplemental steel 
grants will permit authorizations for 500 new schools 
as well as continuing 1.400 school projects under way, 
and will provide for all the hospitals in course of 
building and for 50 additional structures. 
Mr. Fleischmann may not have succeeded in 
quieting criticism and charges of discrimination by 
state and local officials clamoring for steel and other 
materials. His testimony revealed confusion in the 
allotment setup, but it also showed that the controllers 
can be forced to change their directives when there is 
sufficient public clamor. 


Lee At West Point 
It was not until President Truman’s administra­ 
tion that the United States returned to the separate 
Southern states the captured battle standards of the 
Confederate armies. It was not until then that the 
project was effected of restoring General Robert E. 
Lee’s mansion at Arlington. 
The process of sentimental reconciliation between 
North and South was one of gradual growth. Now it 
is announced a portrait of General Lee in his Confed­ 
erate uniform will be hung at West Point. 
General Lee was the eighth superintendent of 
West Point. That was In 1852. The new portrait will 
be unveiled on January 19. the 100th anniversary of 
his appointment as superintendent and the 145th 
anniversary of his birth. 
There are two other portraits of Lee at West 
Point, neither in the Confederate uniform. The new 
portrait will hang in the main rotunda of the library, 
on the opposite side of a large window from a por­ 
trait of General Grant, general in chief of the Union 
forces. 
As the gallant leader of a lost cause, Lee’s life 
during and after the Civil War was filled with brood­ 
ing sorrow, not because of his defeat but because it is 
certain that he mourned the fate that had tom his 
beloved land in half.

Headache Pointers 


When headache develops most of 
us are more interested in finding 
relief than 
the cause. 
This is 
reasonable 
and 
it 
hardly 
seems 
necessary to recommend an aspirin 
or two for this purpose. 
It is s 
matter of record that the reputation 
of this remedy and Its close rela­ 
tives has been built on Its ability 
along this line. 
This is 
ample 
advice for the 
person with an occasional headache 
but when the condition recurs regu­ 
larly or tends to persist, the cause 
rath er than the tr^a’m ent becomes 
the im portant consideration. Most 
individuals think of the eves, the 
sinuses, or constipation as the most 
likely culprits but statistics place 
these factors low on the list of 
offenders. 
M igraine and tension 
headaches are more common, at 
least among those who seek aid 
from the medical profession. Dis­ 
tress from head injury is the third 
most frequent origin, followed by 
th a t from tumors, high blood pres­ 
sure, and sinusitis. 


This variety of sources will ex­ 
plain whv the physician does not 
order im mediately a batch of labo­ 
ratory 
tests 
and 
recommend 
a 
battery of consultants when 
the 
word headache is m entioned in his 
office. 
He w ants to hear more 
about the com plaint and encourages 
the patient to describe his difficulty 
in more detail. W hen does head­ 
ache occur? 
W here? 
How often? 
W hat brings relief? 
In addition, he determ ines under 
w hat circum stances headaches de­ 
veloped originally. Did they arise 
subsequent to injury or infection or 
prior to a nervous breakdow n’ Are 
they cyclic and. if so. does headache 
come on in periods of em otional 
stress 
and 
strain, 
overwork, 
or 
fatigue? 
This Is a good pointer 
because the m igraine and tension 
types 
often 
follow 
this 
pattern. 
Learning The time of dav in which 
distress appears also is helpful. If 
eye trouble or anxiety is resnonsible, 
pain appears during the day as a 
rule. 
Headaches brought on bv high 
blood pressure, histam ine, and sinus 
involvement are present on aw aken­ 
ing. The site of discomfort offers 
m any valuable clews. There Is an 
old nile of thum b saving th a t when 
pain is most noticeable in the front 
part of the head the fault lies in the 
nose, throat, sinuses, eyes, or brain. 
W hen it is located over the back of 
the 
head 
or 
in 
the 
neck, 
the 
physician 
investigates 
emotional 
tension, m uscular spasm, rheum atic 
conditions of the upper spine, or 
lesions at the base of the brain. 
M igraine 
generally is 
one - sided 
w hereas when the forehead throbs 
or is tender the frontal sinuses m ay 
be at fault. 


T he 
physician 
rarely 
obtains 
m uch help from a description of the 
character and severity of the epi­ 
sode; 
some individuals feel pain 
more intensely th an others. F u r­ 
therm ore, headache lends itself to 
lavish superlatives and exaggera­ 
tions. “The throbbing is terrible," 
open any moment.** “Unless you 
experience these bouts yourself you 
do not know how terrible they are,” 
and “W hen my headaches come on 
I can ’t think, eat. sleep, or do 
anything 
until 
they 
pass” 
are 
typical statem ents by sufferers. 
This kind of history taking is 
followed by exam ination and w hat­ 
ever laboratory studies are needed 
to reach a conclusion. A personality 
study is valuable because in the 
m ajority, headache is on a nervous 
basis. 
M any victims do not as­ 
sociate head pain with the tension 
under which they live but a large 
percentage are relieved when they 
reorganize their lives into a norm al 
pattern.

Canada Withholds Aluminum From U. S.; Penny Postcard Bows Out On January 


I; Two Young Men Solve Copper Shortage 


W ASHINGTON—I f s a poor ex­ 
ample of the good-neighbor policy, 
but C anada is deliberately w ith­ 
holding 
precious alum inum from 
the United States. This has already 
pinched the alum inum supply for 
home construction and other civil­ 
ian uses. B ut far more serious the 
Air Force is not getting all the 
alum inum it needs to 
build jet 
fighters 
Furtherm ore, part of the alum inum 
C anada is withholding from us was 
financed by American RFC loans 
during World W ar II. 
W hat C anada has done is divert 
alum inum from the Am erican to 
the B ritish m arket. 
It won t be 
adm itted, but the real reason for 
this diversion is to force this coun­ 
try to swap steel for alum inum , 
shipm ents to the U nited States. 
For example, C anadian alum inum 
shipm ents 
to 
the 
U nited 
States 
dropped from 34,800.000 pounds per 
m onth last M arch and April to a 
m eager 5.300,000 pounds per m onth 
today — a decrease of 85 per cent. 
In the same period, C anadian ship­ 
m ents to B ritain have shot up from 
21,100.000 
pounds 
to 
39,700.000 
pounds per m onth—an increase of 
88 per cent. 
As proof th a t this is a cold­ 
blooded squeeze-play, C anada has 
doubled its alum inum shipm ents to 


Australia, Brazil, Uruguay and even 
A rgentina 
at 
the same 
time 
it 
strangled the alum inum flow to this 
country. In fact, the United States 
is the only m ajor m arket th a t re ­ 
ceived less C anadian m etal this year 
th an last. As result, the U nited 
S tates is the only N orth A tlantic 
pact country th at has been forced to 
clam p civilian controls on alum! 
num . 


Canada Wins 


M eanwhile, the C anadian squeeze 
has accomplished its purpose 
and 
forced 
the 
U nited 
States 
to 
swap Am erican steel 
for B ritish 
alum inum . H ard up for steel but 
overflowing w ith alum inum , B ritain 
has 
agreed 
to 
divert 
22,000,000 
pounds of alum inum to Am erican 
purchasers 
during 
the 
next five 
m onths. In return, B ritain will be 
allocated 25.000 tons of fabricated 
Am erican steel, 45,000 tons of steel 
ingots and another 28,500 tons of 
iron and steel scrap from the Am­ 
erican zone of Germ any. The joker 
in this deal is th a t the U nited 
States m ust retu rn the alum inum 
after its own plants are expanded to 
m ake up the shortage, though B rit­ 
ain is allowed to keep the steel with 
no strings attached. 
A nother ironic fact is th a t B rit­ 
ain ’s 
contribution 
of 
22,000,000

Pension systems may great­ 
ly improve labor relations, or can 
result in colossal trouble. At the 
present time they are not controlled 
by legislation and usually unsuper­ 
vised by the corporations and wage­ 
workers enjoying them.

There 
are 
various 
forms 
of 
pension plans and all should be 
“custom made” for each different 
corporation. 
Usually they provide 
for compulsory retirement at €5 
years of age and optional retirement 
after 30 years of employment. Each 
wageworker receives a pension based 
upon his salary and number of years 
of service, less his Social Security 
pension. 
A full pension usually 
averages about $150 a month tor 
wageworkers, and up to $600 a 
month for executives. 
For a new corporation without 
any back obligations, this is a very 
simple matter. 
Even for old cor­ 
porations it is simple to care for 
new employes and to make current 
appropriations 
for 
old 
employes. 
But. when it comes to providing the 
money to take care of the back 
years of old employes, this requires 
heavy appropriations. To encourage 
corporations to adopt these pension 
systems, the government allows (if 
definite 
rules are followed) 
the 
corporation to charge all such ap­ 
propriations to expense. This means 
that Uncle Sam will pay about 
one-half of the bill. The corporation 
also can have the trustee purchase 
some of its own stocks, which may 
be very advantageous to all con­ 
cerned. 


Method Of Operation 


The usual method of operation is 
to have a committee appointed—erne 
member representing the stockhold­ 
ers, one member representing the 
wageworkers, and one member rep­ 
resenting the executives. This com­ 
mittee selects a lawyer to draw up 
the 
proposed 
pension 
plan, 
an 
actuary to determine the annual 
payments 
(unless 
an 
Insurance 


company is used), and a bank to 
receive the funds for investment. 
If the committee is wise, before any 
plan is adopted, it will first employ 
some impartial statistical organiza­ 
tion to give mdependent advice in 
the interest of all parties. 
Some pension plans are “con­ 
tributory.” in which case the wage­ 
workers make a contribution, but 
in most cases the entire burden is 
carried by the corporation. 
After 
the above steps have been con­ 
summated, the work consists of an 
actuarial study each year to deter­ 
mine how much should be paid to 
the bank and how the bank invests 
the money. The payments ’to re­ 
tiring employes are made by the 
bank. 


Where Is The Dynamite? 


The work of the trust depart­ 
ments of banks has heretofore been 
limited largely to handling family 
trust funds, serving as executors of 
wills, 
and 
operating 
agency 
ac­ 
counts. In these cases only a few 
beneficiaries are involved. 
If the 
bank then makes a mistake, only 
two or three children may be af­ 
fected. When, however, a bank is 
investing this money for 1,000 wage­ 
workers, whose families are depend­ 
ing almost solely thereon in their 
old age, the situation is very dif­ 
ferent. 
All parties involved are 
sitting on a keg of dynamite! Hence, 
the greatest care should be taken. 
Some banks want to invest all the 
money in government bonds, for­ 
getting this policy was followed by 
the big banks of Germany where 
these pension plans started. As a 
result, the money was entirely wiped 
out with a total loss to everybody 
Other banks want to buy stocks now 
selling at an average of $270, for­ 
getting that these stocks sold at 
only $42 in 1932 and may again. 
Other banks want to buy only cor­ 
poration bonds, ignoring the con­ 
tinual decline in the value of the 
dollar, as do the life insurance 
companies. Finally, there are banks 
which follow all three policies under 
the “shotgun” theory. The correct 
procedure 
is for the committee 
after employing outside independent 
advice, to consult with the bank 
about the policy, and inform the 
wageworkers quarterly thereon. This 
cannot be done by using an in­ 
surance company.

Jones also extended another $34,- 
240,000 a t three per cent interest, 
gave the C anadian plant an order 
for all its alum inum , and provided 
th a t if the order was cancelled be­ 
fore 1945, it would not be necessary 
for C anada to pay back the $68,- 
500.000. 
Harold Ickes, then secretary of 
the Interior, vigorously protested. 
He argued th at the U S A. could not 
control C anadian alum inum , and 
th a t equipping a C anadian power 
project — S hasta Dam, Colorado- 
Big 
Thompson, 
parts 
of 
G rand 
Coulee, and others. 
However. Jesse Jones had his way. 
Now Canada, w ithholding alum i­ 
num from us, is fulfilling Ickes’ pre­ 
diction. 


End of Penny Postcard 


There 
will 
be 
some 
nostalgic 
sighs at the Post Office D epart­ 
m ent when the latest casualty of 
inflation, the pennypost card, bows 
out on January I. 
For about 80 years, during which 
heliocopters have replaced horses 
and w’hich have seen a 500-fold in­ 
crease in the cost of government. 
Uncle Sam has been toting the 
popular, green-stam ped postcards to 
all parts of the country-even to our 
troops overseas—for one penny. 
Government subsidies helped, o? 
course, but it is still a tribute to 
American rugged individualism that 
the penny postcard could survive so 
long. 
The postal was first issued in 
1872 during the administration of 
President U. S. Grant. 
Later, in 
1898, the same one-cent postage was 
authorized, the more elaborate pic­ 
ture card on which you place your 
own stamp. 
One reason Congress boosted the 
postcard to two cents after January 
I was because big business has been 
exploiting the penny postal for ad­ 
vertising 
purposes. 
Actually 
only 
about IO per cent of the 4.000.000.000 
cards sold yearly in poet offices are 
now used for personal correspond­ 
ence. 
To foil the advertisers Congress 
further provided a IO per cent sur­ 
charge for postcards purchased in 
bulk lots of over 49. 
But the Post Office Department 
doesn’t think the new price will 
seriously affect sales. Even for two 
cents, the government postcard is 
still far and away the best mail bar­ 
gain anywhere in the world.

The Phony Me-Too Story 


WASHINGTON. 


“H arry S. T rum an is Robert A. 
T aft's ace-in-the-hole.” The coiner 
of this somewhat em bittered aphor­ 
ism was a leading supporter of 
G eneral Dwight D. Eisenhower for 
the 
Republican 
nom ination. 
He 
m eant th at as the President grows 
weaker 
in 
the 
country. 
Senator 
T a ft’s chances of gaining the R e­ 
publican nom ination improve pro­ 
portionately. 
The reason is simple. As the P re­ 
sident weakens, the orthodox Re­ 
publicans are correspondingly em ­ 
boldened to ignore the strong hints. 
in th e polls and elsewhere, th at 
Senator T aft Is not their party's 
m ost popular candidate. They look 
at the rath er special result of the 
Ohio election last year. They listen 
to the oft-repeated story th at Pres­ 
ident T rum an only won in 1948 be­ 
cause 
of 
Governor 
Thom as 
E 
Dewey's “m e-too” campaign. And 
they d rift happily toward the T aft 
camp. 
This reporter has wholly retired 
from the business of predicting elec­ 
tions; 
and 
no 
one 
in his 
senses, at this early date, would 
even try to guess at the outcome of 
a T aft-T rum an or a Taft-V inson 
race. 
It is worth pointing out, 
however, th at the famous “m e-too” 
theory is just about as phony as any 
political theory can be And the ac­ 
tual results in 1848 tell the story 
as clearly as any political story can 
be told. 
W hat really happened in 1948 can 
be simply summarized. In most key 
states President T rum an ran pretty 
far behind, and Governor Dewey 
ran rather far ahead, of their res­ 
pective tickets. 
The spread was 
unusually wide in states where the 
local Republicans had waged cam ­ 
paigns of the orthodox. “Chicago 
T ribune’’-tested sort. And the only 
Republican of any significance who 
ran well ahead of Dewey was far 
more of a m e-too Republican than 
Dewey himself. 


Still Worth Noting 


In Illinois, for example. President 
T rum an 
squeaked 
through 
by 
a 
m ajority of only 33.000. 
But Gov­ 
ernor Adlai 
Stevenson 
beat 
Col. 
Robert 
R. 
McCormick's guberna­ 
torial candidate. Dwight Green, by 
a gigantic m ajority of nearly 575.- 
000, while Senator Paul Douglas 
trounced 
Curly Brooks by nearly 
500.000 votes. 
Both 
Governor 
Stevenson 
and 
Senator Douglas were to the left of 
President T rum an if anything. No 
one, by the wildest stretch of the 
im agination, could say th a t Green 
and 
Douglas 
were even 
slightly 
stained with m e-too tendencies. In 
Illinois, in fact, you could say th at 
extrem e weakness of 
a violently 
anti-m e-too local ticket, which poll-

ed around half a m illion votes less 
th an Dewey did. 
In Ohio, again. President Trum an 
squeaked through by the tiny m a­ 
jority of 17.000. while a Republican 
gubernatorial candidate of the T aft 
stripe was beaten by F rank Lau sc he 
by more than 320.000. There is no 
need 
to 
m ultiply 
these 
figures, 
which are broadly representative of 
the general 
tendency 
throughout 
the country in 1948. But the excep­ 
tion is still worth noting. 
In K en­ 
tucky. T rum an beat Dewey by 125 - 
000, but the extrem e m e-too Repub­ 
lican. Sherm an Cooper, came w ith­ 
in only 25.000 vote* of snatching 
the senatorship from Virgil C hap­ 
m an. 
In plain language, the hard facts 
bely 
the 
whole 
m e-too 
theory. 
There are some other hard facts 
th at Republicans will also do well to 
bear in mind. In New York in 1948, 
for example. Dewey beat T rum an bv 
only 161.000 votes, while Henry A. 
Wallace polled well over 500.000, 
m ost of which would have gone to 
T rum an with no Progressive candi­ 
d ate in the race. And in Pennsyl­ 
vania, Dewey carried the state br 
only 250.000. with 55.000 going to the 
Progressives. 


States Still Doubtful 


This secondary group of facts 
suggests a fu rth er conclusion. I he 
Republicans in 1948 not only lost a 
num ber of big, crucial states where 
they had strongly anti-m e-too local 
candidates. They also came peril­ 
ously close to losing other large and 
im portant states, even though their 
local 
tickets 
were 
com paratively 
strong. 
And precisely these states 
are still doubtful. 
If Senator T aft 
is nom inated, his situation is sure 
to be far from easy in New York, 
where Governor Dewey’s organiza­ 
tion will hardly put forth a great 
effort for him. In Pennsylvania, 
meanwhile, the increasing decay of 
the 
Republican 
organization 
has 
just been dram atically disclosed by 
their loss of the ancient stronghold 
of Philadelphia. 
Fmalv. there is a probem of th s 
South. Southern leaders like Gov­ 
ernor Jam es F. Byrnes and Senator 
H arry F. Byrd are widely quoted to 
the effect th a t G eneral Eisenhower 
would carry four or five Southern 
states; but they rath er regretfully 
predict th a t their people will never 
vote for Senator T aft. For the tra ­ 
ditionally Democratic South, they 
say, “Mr. 
Republican” 
would 
be 
rath er too m uch of a good thing. 
These 
facts 
and 
figures 
may 
m ean a lot or very- little. If there are 
a few* more tax scandals, H arry S. 
Trum an could make as poor a show­ 
ing 
against 
Senator 
T aft 
as 
“Jum ping Joe” Ferguson m ade in 
Ohio last year. In short, the p u r­ 
pose of printing the facts and fig 
ures is only to set a m uch-m isrepre­ 
sented record relatively straight.

S tat es would force C hina to S talin ’s 
will. 
C hina was not represented at the 
San 
Francisco 
Conference 
and 
Soviet Russia was. T h at was done 
by an astonishing 
agreem ent 
to 
keep 
out 
N ationalist 
China, our 
ally, and Communist China, w’hicn 
was then at war with us. The two 
were put on a basis of equality. 


The story, as I get it from the 
Far East, la that the Japanese 
cooked up a proposition that it 
would be troublesome if China 
were represented either by the 
Nationalists or the Communists, 
as that would raise questions 
extraneous to the peace treaty. 
Therefore, 
China 
should 
be 
omitted from San Francisco, but 
shortly after that treaty was 
signed with Japan, the Japanese

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Slander In Investigations 
Chairman King of the House subcommittee inves­ 
tigating the Internal Revenue Bureau notes that no 
testimony to date has shown that high government 
officials “in any way” participated in the attempted 
$500,000 shakedown alleged by Abraham Teitelbaum, 
Chicago attorney. “Lacking such testimony, we as­ 
sume they did not” 
General Services Administrator Larson, one of 
the government officials named, took the stand to 
deny any part in the affair and to warn that “hear­ 
say testimony, if permitted to run wild, has every op­ 
portunity to ruin the character and reputation of 
every public official and every public employe in this 
town.” 
Charles Oliphant, also named in the testimony, 
said in resigning as chief counsel of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue: 
“The newspapers today carry headlines linking 
my name with that of other present and former 
federal officials in an alleged plot to extort fantastic 
sums through charges of tax irregularities. . . with­ 
out inquiry of me, without a shred of credence to link 
my name to the alleged plot, the forum of a respon­ 
sible congressional committee was made available for 
hurtling the sensational and irresponsible charges 
throughout the country.” 
Witnesses at. congressional investigations are 
sworn, and hence the remedy of prosecution for per­ 
jury is available against the irresponsible. And rules 
of procedure of the King subcommittee adopted Au­ 
gust 17 provide that persons named by witnesses shall 
have the right to cross-examine to a limited extent 
“by submitting questions in writing to the chairman.” 
Also, persons who believe themselves to be injured 
by testimony may testify In rebuttal “with the consent 
of a majority of the subcommittee,” or may submit for 
the record a sworn statement in rebuttal. 
A concurrent resolution offered in the Senate last 
August by Senator Kefauver and 15 other senators 
would set up new rules of procedure for investigating 
committees of both houses. It provides that a person 
whose action#are under scrutiny shall: I) be notified 
of the nature of charges against him and the material 
to be presented; 2) be given an opportunity to present 
evidence in his own behalf; 3) be allowed counsel who 
would have the right to question him within appro­ 
priate limits; 4) be permitted to file a limited number 
of questions to be answered by witnesses who have 
testified against him; 5) be permitted to file a rebuttal 
statement. 
Bills similar to the Kefauver resolution were in­ 
troduced in the 80th Congress by Representative 
Douglas (D., Calif.) and Holifleld (D„ Calif.) who 
had severely criticized procedure of the Un-Americen 
Activities Committee. These measures carried addi­ 
tional provisions that editors, publishers, and reporters 
should not be called before any committee of Congress 
“unless it is deemed essential by a fulltime commit­ 
tee,” and that no such person should “be questioned 
concerning any publication by him. unless upon vote 
of a majority of the committee or .subcommittee.” 
Dean Griswold of Harvard Law School has sug­ 
gested that any person required to testify be given 
at least five minutes to deny imputations or charges 
which may have developed In connection with his 
testimony. And Federal Judge Wyzanski of Boston has 
said that “persons adversely criticized by a witness 
should have the right to file with the committee a 
limited number of written questions that, unless the 
committee directs otherwise by a majority vote, shall 
be answered in writing by the hostile witness.” 


Defense Allotments 
It Is apparent that in clearing the way for all-out 
defense production, government experts underestimat­ 
ed the nation’s capacity to produce. The result has 
been to place a greater check on the flowT of basic 
materials to civilian uses than was necessary, stirring 
wide protest. The experts offer the excuse that it Is 
better to have erred in that direction than to have 
risked vital shortages in defense needs. But the error 
did feed the flames of inflation. 
The Defense Production Administration now at­ 
tempts to placate concern about the situation by con­ 
ceding miscalculations and making some revisions. 
Promised are increased steel allotments for school and 
hospital construction, announced by Administrator 
Fleischmann to a joint congressional committee func­ 
tioning as a production “watchdog.” More steel for 
highway work is also in prospect, it has been hinted. 
According to Mr. Fleischmann, supplemental steel 
grants will permit authorizations for 500 new schools 
as well as continuing 1.400 school projects under way, 
and will provide for all the hospitals in course of 
building and for 50 additional structures. 
Mr. Fleischmann may not have succeeded in 
quieting criticism and charges of discrimination by 
state and local officials clamoring for steel and other 
materials. His testimony revealed confusion in the 
allotment setup, but it also showed that the controllers 
can be forced to change their directives when there is 
sufficient public clamor. 


Lee At West Point 
It was not until President Truman’s administra­ 
tion that the United States returned to the separate 
Southern states the captured battle standards of the 
Confederate armies. It was not until then that the 
project was effected of restoring General Robert E. 
Lee’s mansion at Arlington. 
The process of sentimental reconciliation between 
North and South was one of gradual growth. Now it 
is announced a portrait of General Lee in his Confed­ 
erate uniform will be hung at West Point. 
General Lee was the eighth superintendent of 
West Point. That was in 1852. The new portrait will 
be unveiled on January 19. the 100th anniversary of 
his appointment as superintendent and the 145th 
anniversary of his birth. 
There are two other portraits of Lee at West 
Point, neither in the Confederate uniform. The new 
portrait will hang in the main rotunda of the library, 
on the opposite side of a large window from a por­ 
trait of General Grant, general in chief of the Union 
forces. 
As the gallant leader of a lost cause, Lee’s life 
during and after the Civil War was filled with brood­ 
ing sorrow, not because of his defeat but because it is 
certain that he mourned the fate that had torn his 
beloved land in half.

Headache Pointers 


When headache develops most of 
us are more interested in finding 
relief than the cause. 
This is 
reasonable and it hardly seems 
necessary to recommend an aspirin 
or two for this purpose. It is a 
m atter of record that the reputation 
of this remedy and its close rela­ 
tives has been built on its ability 
along this line. 
This is ample advice for the 
person with an occasional headache 
but when the condition recurs regu­ 
larly or tends to persist, the cause 
rather than the treatm ent becomes 
the important consideration. Most 
individuals think of the eves, the 
sinuses, or constipation as the most 
likely culprits but statistics place 
these factors low on the list of 
offenders. 
Migraine and tension 
headaches are more common, at 
least among those who seek ald 
from the medical profession. Dis­ 
tress from head injury is the third 
most frequent oriein. followed by 
that from tumors, high blood pres­ 
sure, and sinusitis. 


Til is variety of sources will ex­ 
plain why the physician does not 
order immediately a batch of labo­ 
ratory 
tests 
and 
recommend 
a 
battery of consultants when the 
word headache is mentioned in his 
office. 
He wants to hear more 
about the complaint and encouraees 
the patient to describe his difficulty 
In more detail. When does head­ 
ache occur? Where? How often? 
W hat brings relief? 
In addition, he determines under 
what circumstances headaches de­ 
veloped originally. Did they arise 
subsequent to injury or infection or 
prior to a nervous breakdown? Are 
they cyclic and, if so, does headache 
come on in periods of emotional 
stress 
and 
strain, 
overwork, 
or 
fatigue? 
This is a good pointer 
because the migraine and tension 
types often 
follow 
this pattern. 
Learning th e time of day in which 
distress appears also is helpful. If 
eye trouble or anxiety is responsible, 
pain appears during the day as a 
rule. 
Headaches brought on by high 
blood pressure, histamine, and sinus 
involvement are present on awaken­ 
ing. The site of discomfort offers 
many valuable clews. There is an 
old rule of thumb saving that when 
pain is most noticeable in the front 
part of the head the fault lies in the 
nose, throat, sinuses, eyes, or brain. 
When it is located over the back of 
the head or In the 
neck, 
the 
physician 
investigates 
emotional 
tension, muscular spasm, rheumatic 
conditions of the upper spine, or 
lesions at the base of the brain. 
Migraine generally is one - sided 
whereas when the forehead throbs 
or is tender the frontal sinuses may 
be at fault. 


The 
physician 
rarely 
obtains 
much help from a description of the 
character and severity of the epi­ 
sode; some individuals feel pain 
more intensely than others. Fur­ 
thermore, headache lends itself to 
lavish superlatives and exaggera­ 
tions. “The throbbing is terrible,” 
open any moment,” “Unless you 
experience these bouts yourself you 
do not know’ how terrible they are,” 
and “When my headaches come on 
I can’t think, eat. sleep, or do 
anything 
until 
they 
pass” 
are

Canada Withholds Aluminum From Ll. S.; Penny Postcard Bows Out On January 


I; Two Young Men Solve Copper Shortage 


WASHINGTON—It’s a poor ex­ 
ample of the good-neighbor policy, 
but Canada is deliberately with­ 
holding precious aluminum from 
the United States. This has already 
pinched the aluminum supply for 
home construction and other civil­ 
ian uses. But far more serious the 
Air Force is not getting all the 
aluminum it needs to build jet 
fighters 
Furthermore, part of the aluminum 
Canada is withholding from us was 
financed by American RFC loans 
during World War II. 
W hat Canada has done is divert 
aluminum from the American to 
the British market. 
It won’t be 
admitted, but the real reason for 
this diversion is to force this coun­ 
try to swap steel for aluminum, 
shipments to the United States. 
For example, Canadian aluminum 
shipments to the United 
States 
dropped from 34,800,000 pounds per 
month last March and April to a 
meager 5,300,000 pounds per month 
today — a decrease of 85 per cent. 
In the same period, Canadian ship­ 
ments to Britain have shot up from 
21,100,000 
pounds 
to 
39,700,000 
pounds per month—an increase of 
88 per cent. 
As proof that this is a cold­ 
blooded squeeze-play, Canada has 
doubled its aluminum shipments to 


Australia, Brazil, Uruguay and even 
Argentina at the same time it 
strangled the aluminum flow to this 
country. In fact, the United States 
is the only major market that re­ 
ceived less Canadian metal this year 
than last. As result, the United 
States is the only North Atlantic 
pact country that has been forced to 
clamp civilian controls on alumi 
num. 


Canada Wins 


Meanwhile, the Canadian squeeze 
has accomplished its purpose 
and 
forced 
the 
United 
States 
to 
swap American steel for British 
aluminum. Hard up for steel but 
overflowing with aluminum, Britain 
has 
agreed 
to 
divert 
22,000,000 
pounds of aluminum to American 
purchasers during the next five 
months. In return, Britain will be 
allocated 25.000 tons of fabricated 
American steel, 45,000 tons of steel 
ingots and another 28,500 tons of 
iron and steel scrap from the Am­ 
erican zone of Germany. The joker 
in this deal is that the United 
States must return the aluminum 
after its own plants are expanded to 
make up the shortage, though Brit­ 
ain is allowed to keep the steel with 
no strings attached. 
Another ironic fact is that Brit­

BABSON PARK, Mass., Dec. 9— 
A new and very important develop­ 
ment is taking place in the invest­ 
ment and labor world in connection 
with employes’ pension systems. It 
is of utmost importance to every 
employer and every reader of this 
column. Pension systems may great­ 
ly improve labor relations, or can 
result in colossal trouble. At the 
present time they are not controlled 
by legislation and usually unsuper­ 
vised by the corporations and wage­ 
workers enjoying them. 


What Is A Pension Plan? 


There 
are 
various 
forms 
of 
pension plans and all should be 
“custom made” for each different 
corporation. 
Usually they provide 
for compulsory retirement at 65 
years of age and optional retirement 
after 30 years of employment. Each 
wageworker receives a pension based 
upon his salary and number of years 
of service, less his Social Security 
pension. 
A full pension usually 
averages about $150 a month for 
wageworkers, and up to $600 a 
month for executives. 
For a new corporation without 
any back obligations, this is a very 
simple matter. Even for old cor­ 
porations it is simple to care for 
new employes and to make current 
appropriations for old 
employes. 
But, when it comes to providing the 
money to take care of the back 
years of old employes, this requires 
heavy appropriations. To encourage 
corporations to adopt these pension 
systems, the government allows (if 
definite rules are followed) 
the 
corporation to charge all such ap­ 
propriations to expense. This means 
that Uncle Sam will pay about 
one-half of the bill. The corporation 
also can have the trustee purchase 
some of its own stocks, w’hich may 
be very advantageous to all con­ 
cerned. 


Method Of Operation 


The usual method of operation is 
to have a committee appointed—one 
member representing the stockhold­ 
ers, one member representing the 
wageworkers, and one member rep­ 
resenting the executives. This com­ 
mittee selects a lawyer to draw up 
the 
proposed 
pension 
plan, 
an 
actuary to determine the annual 
payments 
(unless 
an 
insurance 


company is used), and a bank to 
receive the funds for investment. 
If the committee is wise, before any 
plan is adopted, it will first employ 
some impartial statistical organiza­ 
tion to give mdependent advice in 
the interest of all parties. 
Some pension plans are “con­ 
tributory,” in which case the “wage­ 
workers make a contribution, but 
in most cases the entire burden is 
carried by the corporation. After 
the above steps have been con­ 
summated, the work consists of an 
actuarial study each year to deter­ 
mine how much should be paid to 
the bank and how the bank invests 
the money. The payments ’to re­ 
tiring employes are made by the 
bank. 


Where Is The Dynamite? 


The work of the trust depart­ 
ments of banks has heretofore been 
limited largely to handling family 
trust funds, serving as executors of 
wills, and operating agency ac­ 
counts. In these cases only a few 
beneficiaries are involved. If the 
bank then makes a mistake, only 
two or three children may be af­ 
fected. When, however, a bank is 
investing this money for 1,000 wage­ 
workers, whose families are depend­ 
ing almost solely thereon in their 
old age, the situation is very dif­ 
ferent. 
All parties involved are 
sitting on a keg of dynamite! Hence, 
the greatest care should be taken. 
Some banks want to invest all the 
money in government bonds, for­ 
getting this policy was followed by 
the big banks of Germany where 
these pension plans started. As a 
result, the money was entirely wiped 
out with a total loss to everybody 
Other banks want to buy stocks now 
selling at an average of $270, for­ 
getting that these stocks sold at 
only $42 in 1932 and may again. 
Other banks want to buy only cor­ 
poration bonds, ignoring the con­ 
tinual decline in the value of the 
dollar, as do the life insurance 
companies. Finally, there are banks 
which follow all three policies under 
the "shotgun” theory. The correct 
procedure is for the committee 
after employing outside independent 
advice, to consult with the bank 
about the policy, and inform the 
wageworkers quarterly thereon. This 
cannot be done by using an in­ 
surance company, 


pounds of aluminum won’t come 
from Britain at all, but will be 
shipped directly to us from Canada. 
In other words, this is the same 
aluminum that normally would have

Ickes Predicted It 


But here is the final ironic pay­ 
off. 
During the recent war, Jesse 
Jones, then czar of the RFC, ad­ 
vanced $68,500,000 without interest 
to the Aluminum Company of Cana­ 
da (affiliated with the Aluminum 
Company of America) to build the 
shipsaw aluminum plant on the 
Saguenay River. 
Jones also extended another $34,- 
240,000 at three per cent interest, 
gave the Canadian plant an order 
for all its aluminum, and provided 
that if the order was cancelled be­ 
fore 1945, it would not be necessary 
for Canada to pay back the $68,- 
500.000. 
Harold Ickes, then secretary of 
the Interior, vigorously protested. 
He argued that the U.S.A. could not 
control Canadian aluminum, and 
th at equipping a Canadian power 
project — Shasta Dam, Colorado- 
Big Thompson, 
parts 
of Grand 
Coulee, and others. 
However, Jesse Jones had his way. 
Now Canada, withholding alumi­ 
num from us, is fulfilling Ickes’ pre­ 
diction. 


End of Penny Postcard 


There 
will 
be 
some 
nostalgic 
sighs at the Post Office Depart­ 
ment when the latest casualty of 
inflation, the pennypost card, bows 
out on January I. 
For about 80 years, during which 
heliocopters have replaced hors es 
and w’hich have seen a 500-fold in­ 
crease in the cost of government, 
Uncle Sam has been toting the 
popular, green-stamped postcards to 
all parts of the country-even to our 
troops overseas—for one penny. 
Government subsidies helped, o'? 
course, but it is still a tribute to 
American rugged individualism that 
the penny postcard could survive so 
long. The postal was first issued in 
1872 during the administration of 
President U. S. Grant. 
Later, rn 
1898, the same one-cent postage was 
authorized, the more elaborate pic­ 
ture card on which you place your 
own stamp. 
One reason Congress boosted the 
postcard to two cents after January 
I was because big business has been 
exploiting the penny postal for ad­ 
vertising purposes. Actually only 
about IO per cent of the 4,000.000,000 
cards sold yearly in post offices are 
now used for personal correspond­ 
ence. 
To foil the advertisers Congress 
further provided a IO per cent sur­ 
charge for postcards purchased in 
bulk lots of over 49. 
But the Post Office Department 
doesn’t think the new price will 
seriously affect sales. Even for two 
cents, the government postcard is 
still far and away the best mail bar­ 
gain anywhere in the world.

The Phony Me-Too Story 


WASHINGTON. 


"Harry S. Truman is Robert A. 
Taft’s ace-in-the-hole.” The coiner 
of this somewhat embittered aphor­ 
ism was a leading supporter of 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower for 
the 
Republican 
nomination. 
He 
meant that as the President grows 
weaker in the country. Senator 
T aft’s chances of gaining the Re­ 
publican nomination improve pro­ 
portionately. 
The reason is simple. As the Pre­ 
sident weakens, the orthodox Re­ 
publicans are correspondingly em­ 
boldened to ignore the strong hints. 
in the polls and elsewhere, that 
Senator Taft is not their party's 
most popular candidate. They look 
at the rather special result of the 
Ohio election last year. They listen 
to the oft-repeated story that Pres­ 
ident Truman only won in 1948 be­ 
cause 
of 
Governor 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey’s “me-too” campaign. And 
they drift happily toward the Taft 
camp. 
This reporter has wholly retired 
from the business of predicting elec­ 
tions; 
and 
no 
one 
in his 
senses, at this early date, would 
even try to guess at the outcome of 
a Taft-Truman or a Taft-Vinson 
race. 
It is worth pointing out. 
however, that the famous “me-too” 
theory is just about as phony as any 
political theory can be. And the ac­ 
tual results in 1848 tell the story 
as clearly as any political story can 
be told. 
What really happened in 1948 can 
be sun ply summarized. In most key 
states President Truman ran pretty 
far behind, and Governor Dewey 
ran rather far ahead, of their res­ 
pective tickets. 
The spread was 
unusually wide in states where the 
local Republicans had waged cam­ 
paigns of the orthodox. "Chicago 
Tribune”-tested sort. And the only 
Republican of any significance who 
ran well ahead of Dewey was far 
more of a me-too Republican than 
Dewey himself. 


Still Worth Noting 


In Illinois, for example, President 
Truman squeaked through by a 
majority of only 33.000. 
But Gov­ 
ernor Adlai Stevenson beat Col. 
Robert R. McCormick’s guberna­ 
torial candidate, Dwight Green, by 
a gigantic majority of nearly 575.- 
000, while Senator Paul Douglas 
trounced 
Curly Brooks by nearly 
500.000 votes. 
Both Governor 
Stevenson 
and 
Senator Douglas were to the left of 
President Truman if anything. No 
one, by the wildest stretch of the 
imagination, could say that Green 
and Douglas were even slightly 
stained with me-too tendencies. In 
Illinois, in fact, you could say that 
extreme weakness of a violently 
anti-me-too local ticket, which poll-

ed around half a million votes less 
than Dewey did. 
In Ohio, again, President Truman 
squeaked through by the tiny ma­ 
jority of 17.000. while a Republican 
gubernatorial candidate of the Taft 
stripe was beaten by Frank Lausche 
bv more than 320.000. There is ne 
need 
to multiply 
these 
figures, 
which are broadly representative of 
the general tendency throughout 
the country in 1948. But the excep­ 
tion is still worth noting. 
In Ken­ 
tucky, Truman beat Dewey by 125.- 
OOO. but the extreme me-too Repub­ 
lican, Sherman Cooper, came with­ 
in only 25,000 votes of snatching 
the senatorship from Virgil Chap­ 
man. 
In plain language, the hard facts 
bely 
the 
whole 
me-too 
theory. 
There are some other hard facts 
that Republicans will also do well to 
bear in mind. In New York in 1948, 
for example. Dewey beat Truman by 
only 161.000 votes, while Henry A. 
Wallace polled well over 500.000, 
most of which would have gone to 
Truman with no Progressive candi­ 
date in the race. And in Pennsyl­ 
vania. Dewey carried the state bv 
only 250.000. with 55.000 going to tho 
Progressives. 


States Still Doubtful 


This secondary group of facta 
suggests a further conclusion. The 
Republicans in 1948 not only lost a 
number of big, crucial states where 
they had strongly anti-me-too local 
candidates. They also came peril­ 
ously close to losing other large and 
important states, even though their 
local 
tickets 
were 
comparatively 
strong. 
And precisely these states 
are still doubtful. 
If Senator Taft 
is nominated, his situation is sure 
to be far from easy in New York, 
where Governor Dewey’s organiza­ 
tion will hardly put forth a great 
effort for him. In Pennsylvania, 
meanwhile, the increasing decay of 
the Republican organization has 
just been dramatically disclosed by 
their loss of the ancient stronghold 
of Philadelphia. 
Finaly, there is a probem of th® 
South. Southern leaders like Gov­ 
ernor James F. Byrnes and Senator 
Harry F. Byrd are widely quoted to 
the effect that General Eisenhower 
would carry four or five Southern 
states; but they rather regretfully 
predict that their people will never 
vote for Senator Taft. For the tra ­ 
ditionally Democratic South, they 
say, “Mr. Republican” would be 
rather too much of a good thing. 
These 
facts 
and 
figures 
may 
mean a lot or very little. If there are 
a few more tax scandals. Harry S. 
Truman could make as poor a show­ 
ing 
against 
Senator 
Taft 
as 
“Jumping Joe” Ferguson made in 
Ohio last year. In short, the pur­ 
pose of printing the facts and fig 
ures is only to set a much-misrepre­ 
sented record relatively straight.

These Days 


More Betrayal 


When the nations met at San 
Francisco 
to sign 
the 
Japanese 
peace treaty, most Americans were 
shocked that China was not rep­ 
resented. 
Nationalist China had been at 
war with Japan since September 18, 
1931. From that day until Decem­ 
ber 7, 1941, China fought this bat­ 
tle unaided by anyone, occupying 
Japanese troops and Japan’s ener­ 
gies. In World 
War 
II, 
China 
fought alongside 
of 
the 
United 
States up to V-J Day. Russia came 
into that war about one week be­ 
fore it was over and after it had 
been won. For China’s heroic ef­ 
forts, it was arranged at Yalta that 
Soviet Russia would get all the 
benefits; for Russia’s lack of effort, 
it was arranged th at the United 
States would force China to Stalin’s 
will. 
China was not represented at the 
San 
Francisco 
Conference 
and 
Soviet Russia was. That was done 
by an astonishing agreement to 
keep out Nationalist China, our 
ally, and Communist China, whicn 
was then at war with us. The two 
were put on a basis of equality. 


The story, as I get it from the 
Far East, is that the Japanese 
cooked up a proposition that it 
would be troublesome if China 
were represented either by the 
Nationalists or the Communists, 
as that would raise questions 
extraneous to the peace treaty. 
Therefore, 
China 
should 
be 
omitted from San Francisco, but 
shortly after that treaty was 
signed with Japan, the Japanese 
were to enter into separate 
negotiations 
with 
Nationalist 
China and would negotiate a 
bilateral agreement with them. 


This, 
Prime 
Minister 
Yoshida 
proposed to the British, who ac­ 
cepted it with alacrity. The British 
sold the proposal to the State De­ 
art ment, even John Foster Dulles 
accepting the formula, although it 
Is impossible to believe that he 
could have thought it right or just. 
In fact, it is being stated in For­ 
mosa and Hongkong th at Dulles 
had indicated that there was such 
a formula and th at it would be 
carried through. 
It has not been carried out in 
any manner. The Japanese have 
made no approaches to Formosa. 
They have, in no way, indicated 
that they will not make a separate 
treaty with Soviet China. On the 
contrary, there is evidence to show 
that as soon as Congress ratifies

2. To revive, as extensively 
as possible, Japanese trade with 
the mainland of Asia, particu­ 
larly with China which, before 
the troubles started, was Jap­ 
an’s principal market for the 
sale 
of 
manufactured 
goods, 
especially t e x t i l e s , electrical 
equipment and chemicals. 


As most of China is occupied by 
the 
Communists, 
the 
Japanese 
would prefer to deal with them, if 
they can regain th at market. On 
the other hand, such dealings will 
strengthen America’s enemy at a 
time when we are actually at war 
The peril is that American aid 
will be used against the United 
States. 
It would seem from the record 
that the entire business represents 
a first-class double-cross. Whether 
the 
twist 
was 
manufactured in 
Japan or in our own State De­ 
partment, I do not know, but this 
is clear: Japan is showing no in­ 
clination to carry out her part of 
such a bargain as I described, and 
which many were given to believe 
was entered into. 


The question Is: Did Japan 
make a bargain with the State 
Department; did Yoshida make 
a bargain 
with 
John 
Foster 
Dulles or was this only loose 
talk? If no bargain was made, 
why did 
the 
United 
States 
agree that China should, in no 
manner, be represented at the 
San I raneisco Conference? Was 
it to our advantage further to 
humiiitate 
a 
great 
country? 
W ho fooled whom and how was 
it arranged? 


The smart way to discover this 
is to block senatorial ratification 
of the San Francisco treaty until 
the Japanese 
make 
a 
bilateral 
treaty with Formosa and until we 
have absolute assurances that Jap­ 
an will not supply our enemies. 
Certainly the enure m atter should 
be aired before Senator Tom Con- 
nally’s committee, in public hear­ 
ings, before ratification is recom­ 
menced to the entire Senate. K 
fight in the Senate over this issue 
might embarrass both Japan and 
the State Department, but it would 
produce the facts of an intrigue 
against our country.

An agreement to settle the libel 
suits of John T. Fey, William H.

Aldridge stated that he had writ­ 
ten a letter, later published in The

they had “supported much legis­ 
lation that was sound and con­ 
structive, and which I can endorse:”

Reforestation 
Need Pointed Up 
By Italy Floods 


By FRANK BRUTTO 
ROME—iffy—Italy’s worst flood in 
centuries has taught Italian authori­ 
ties a harsh lesson—the need for 
reforestation. 
As the staggering toll of damage 
was tallied in the Po River disaster 
—which is expected to be vastly 
greater than the $60,000,000 loss in 
earlier Southern Italy floods—one 
factor stood out clearly: 
Woodchopping that for the past 
2.000 years has stripped the forests 
of what now is modern Italy was 
largely to blame. 
The absence of trees makes it 
harder to hold rain in the sol’, 
permits it to rush to the rivers 
which overflow their banks and 
wreak havoc. 
Loss of human life in the Po 
disaster has not yet been counted^ 
but deaths of at least IOO persons 
were reported in the early stages 
of the flood three weeks ago 
A 
final count awaits recession of water 
from the still flood first floors of 
thousands of houses when the toll 
is expected to reach 200—or more. 
Agriculture 
Minister 
Amintore 
Fanfani’s preliminary' estimate of 
damage in the delta area showed 
these losses: 5,500 cows of a total 
of 60.000: 600 horses of 6.000: 8.000 
swine of 35.000 : 400.000 chickens of 
500,000; 1.650 tons of grain; 110.230 
tons of sugar; 20.000 plows; 700 
tractors; and 2.000 rural plants and 
mills. 
Fanfani emphasized that this was 
only a preliminary count. 
The flood struck some of Italy’s 
best farmland, covering more than 
a quarter million acres of Rovigo 
Province and the delta area. 
Of 
these, 187.000 acres were sown. 
Adria. the ancient Greek colony 
of Atria founded in 600 B.C. on the 
Po estuary and 
named 
for 
the 
Adriatic Sea, is now 14 miles inland 
as a result of the centuries-long 
spilling of soil in the Adriatic by 
the Po. 
It was among the hardest 
hit and nearly all of its 35.000 were 
among the estimated 280.000 that 
have had to be temporarily evac­ 
uated 
from 
the 
zone. 
Italian, 
French. British and American engi­ 
neers were slowly restoring life to 
the “dead” city. 
Thousands of workers are busily 
engaged in restoring dikes ripped by 
flood waters and blasted with dyna­ 
mite by engineers to relieve pres-1 
sure on certain areas. 
Government 
officials said the work would be 
completed in 70 days, in time to 
meet the rush of spring rains. 
Rovigo Province was a valuable 
bread basket to Italy. 
The weekly 
Mondo, economic journal, pointed 
out that in 1950 the province pro-j 
duced 130,000 tons of wheat 14,400 
tons of rice: 12,000 tons of corn; 
950.000 tons of sugar; and 230,000 
tons of fodder. 
One Italian weekly summing up 
the danger of deforestration said 
bluntly: “Who cuts trees destroys 
Italy.” 
Denuding of the forests 
was also held responsible for the 
flood havoc a few weeks earlier in 
Southern Calabria and the islands 
of Sicily and Sardinia. 
Two world wars speeded up Italy’s 
deforestation. 
Cut off from normal 
coal imports, Italy chopped more 
wood from scanty forests that once 
supplied timber for Roman war­ 
ships. 
Roberto Tremelloni. former minis­ 
ter of industry and commerce—now 
a socialist deputy—said he would 
present a bill to the chamber ask­ 
ing for efficient protection against 
floods. 
Communists tried to make poli­ 
tical hay out of the disaster, ac­ 
cusing the government of negligence. 
They sought to tie it in with the 
eighth council session of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization, held 
in Rome while flood waters raged 
in the north. 
In posters and leaf­ 
lets, Communists declared, “every­ 
thing for the flood victims: Nothing 
for armament.’’ 
But from a score of countries a 
great flood of money, food, medi­ 
cines and other supplies poured into 
Italy for the flood victims. 
Red 
Cross associations of a score of 
countries sent goods. 
From France and from Trieste 
hundreds of French. British and 
U. S. Army engineers pitched in 
with trucks and bulldozers to restore 
communications, build bridges, save 
people and livestock.

(INS)—Var­ 
ious champions of the year already 
have been named and have duly 
received medals, plaques, cups or 
other bric-a-bac to attest to their 
skill. 


There hasn’t been much ob­ 
jection to most of the selections, 
except in football, in which it 
would be virtually impossible to 
get a majority of fans to agree 
on any one player. 


One disgruntled wTitcr gave us 
an idea when he wrote th at "none 
of these bums could compare with 
the old timers.” So we thought it 
might be interesting to list the var­ 
ious champions of 1951 with some of 
the oldtimers and let you draw your 
own conclusions.

Taken as a group, you would 
have to admit that the current 
champions can’.t compare with 
any of the old-timers. 


But one of the current crop—Ben 
Hogan—surely is as good as any of 
the oldsters ever was and most golf I 
experts agree that he is better than j 
they ever were. 
Another—Stan Musial, the Card­ 
inals’ great ace, is generally rated 
by baseball men, as the greatest 
player in the game today. Perhaps 
Musial is not so great as Cobb, 
Ruth, or Hornsby, but he would 
have rated right up there with 
them. 


Joe Walcott, of course, can’t 
begin to rate with any of the 
oldtimers. In fact, he n e v e r 
w o u l d have been considered 
more than a second-rate trial 
horse when Dempsey was in his 
prime. 


The one fighter today who would 
have rated at least the equal of 
any old time champion in his class 
is Ray Robinson. And he did not 
receive the award.

.Answer: Not unless you are ex­ 
posed to the infection that causes 
your nose to run, your eyes to 
water and your spirits to sink.
